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[Abstract] 
[Object] 

The present device provides a conveying apparatus capable of controlling 
movement for wsdting and feeding medicine bags in a compact space. 
[Construction] 

Between a first feed roller 6 and a second feed roller 8 that are disposed at 
a distance of total length of the medicine bag, guides 8 in which two medicine 
bags can be stored are provided. A first sensor Si and a second sensor S2 are 
disposed before and after the first feed roller. A third sensor S3 is disposed after 
the second feed roller. A medicine bag is stopped according to a signal of the 
third sensor S3 to wait in the guides 8. Then a new medicine bag is inserted in 
the guides 8 and is stopped according to a signal of the second sensor S2. the 
waiting state of the medicine bag is confirmed by the first sensor Si.

In order to tackle such time lag, conventionally, as shown in Fig. 7, a 
solution is adopted in which a plurality of printing apparatuses 2 1 with respect to 
a bag making apparatus 20 is provided so that the medicine bags made by the bag 
making apparatus are distributed to each of the printing apparatuses to print and 
then delivered to a conve3dng path 22 connected to a container box 23. 
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
